Bowers et al (US 5,963,134) discloses a portable RFID scanner 42 and portable computer 
122 usable together (Fig. 9 and col. 15); however, Bowers et al fails to teach that these elements 
may be combined into an "integrated unit", as set forth in claim 26. Regarding newly added 
claims 65-68 (which had not been considered at the time prosecution on the merits was closed, 
see 4/4/01 Office action), support for these new claims is found in the original specification from 
page 24, line 29 to page 26, line 13, and these claims are allowed based on their being dependent 
(directly or indirectly) from allowable independent claim 26.
